tion,.- 1t is, snch a mastery’ of the laws of 
the-great gitie which is always being played 
between the inlividual urn on woman and: 
an unseen player who plays the phenomena 
of ‘thé universe on fixed and more ‘or less, 
accessible rules, as. will onable ‘the human 
players to-carry on the longest game, with 
the inmost brilliant:‘succegs, But we must 
not spoil by summarizing a passage which
